New And Unique 
Plan For Its Players 


GULFPORT—There is probably 
more shuffleboard played in Flor- 
ida than in any other state in the 
Union.

Now, thanks to the ingenuity of 
a Cleveland engineer, who has 
been wintering in Florida, an in- 
door cue-less game of shuffleboard 
has been devised which is played 
on a board with dice. 

The new game is called “No 
Cue Shuffleboard” and is trade- 
marked with patent pending. It 
was worked out*mathematically so 
that every play that can be made 
on a regulation shuffleboard court 
can be made on this indoor board 
(except tournament penalties). 

This indoor board is laid out in
